RESOLUTION 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 22nd September, 1949 

No. 10-T(4)/49 — It\ then I'csolutKui No a-lXlV'lR, dated the 7th Eebrmxiy 
1948, issued by the Minwttv of Oommcrce, the Government of India requested 
the Tariff Board to ex-amine and ri'fouiinerid retention ptioee tor stee) proclueed 
by the Tata Iron and Steel Company and the Steel Corporation ot Beng d. 
In their reenhit’on No. 3-T(l)/48, dated the 20th May 1949, issued by the 
Ministry of (^omineroe, the Govemment ot India announeed their decisions on 
the report ot the Tariff Board The Board has now oonduoted a similar en- 
quiry as regaitia the Slyadre Iron and Steel Woika, Bhadiavati, and has sub- 
mitted a report embodying in the main the tollowlng conclusions; — 

(1) (a) The siiecial fea+ures which distinguish the Mysore Works from Tata's 
and thh Steel Ciir])oration of Bengal, should he recognised, namely, marked 
lower rated capacity, nialadjuatmcrit between equipment and fuel, for which 
changed circumstances rather than any defect in planning are responsibL', 
unfavourable location uiTolving difficulties of aci ess hi raw materials emn- 
bined with their relatively high costa of transport, as in the ease of fuel, or of 
purchase, ns in the case of scrap, which has to be bought from outside; i^xd 

(b) this recognition entitles the Mysore Works to an exceptional, individual, 
rate of retention price of Es 8.81 per ton ex-works. 

(2) This letention price should, as in the case of Tata’s and the Steel Cor- 
[leration of Bengal, remain in force until April 30, 1951 

(3) The sale price should be uniform to consumers in all parts of India 
including within the State, (which has so far not been the case, the issue piiee 
wdthin Mysore teiritory hnung been gi enter than outside), and including the 
acceding States, 

(4) Stops should he taken lo organise the supply lo the Mysore Works of 
coal by the all-rail route which ivould entail saving in costs, and would ho 
translated into a reduction of Rs 25 per ton in the price of finished steel 

(5) If there is a levision in the price of ])ig iron Bupplied to the Mysore 
Works as a result of ancillary ^iroposals made by the Tariff Board, the level 
of the retention price would have to be adjusted correspon'lioglv.

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'2. The Government of India have accepted lhe«ie ) ccommendutioiw. Im- 
pleiuentation of recomiuendationd 4 and 5, tiowever, reqnirey further exaniiiiatioii 
arid when decisions have been reached on thebe questions, miitnble adjuMtmeiit 
in the retention price, if necessary, will be made.

(3), (4) aud (5) .shall be remimbered as sub-clauses (1), (2), 
(3) and (4) resjieetively ; 

(2) Clauses 17 and IH slndi be deleled.

No. TCS-I/20.— In exercise of the powers conferred upon mo by clause 20 
of the (.’otton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948 aud in .supersession of the 
directions contained in the Textile Commissioner’s Notification No. 78-J''ox. 
Iyi8 dateil the JOth Ncivember, 1948, 1 hereby issue the following directions: — 

1, (1) Subject to the pi'i.)visions of sidj-paragraph (2) below, these directiotis 
shall be complied with by all producers other than producers who have po 
.spinning plant. 

(2) It a producer sati.sties tlte Textile Commissioner or such officer as the 
TextUo Commi,sBionGr may ajtpoint in thi.s behalf that there are sufficient reasons 
why such producer should be exempted from compdinnee wdtb any or all of 
these directions or that auy or all of those directions shonld he modified in 
tiieir apl)licttt'ion to him, the ’rextile (.lommissioner or the officer so appointed 
1)V liira may, by an order in writing, exejnpt sucli producer from c.o].npliance 
wuth any or all of the.se directions or modify any or all of these directions 
in their apjjlicatloii to sucli jjroducer. 

2, In these directions — 

(a) the expression ‘cpiantity’ moans quantity as measured by the linear 

yard; 

(b) the expression 'w'oarable varieties of cloth’ means the varieties of 

cloth specified in Schedule I annexed to these directions. 
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H. No producer shall produce cloth belonging to any of the cloth groups 
specified in Schedule I in a design and colour set up or colour combination 
which is the same as or is similar to the design and colour set up or coiour 
combination in cloth produced by him and belonging to any difleront cloth 
group of the same Schedule. 

4. No producer shall p oduce poplins and woven coloured shirtings (susis) 
in cloth groups I to 1\' and X] to XV of Schedule IT. 

5. (1) No producer shall piecc-dyc any variety of doth other than coritings, 
c epos, dorias, drills, lining clolhs, longolotha, mulls, poplins, sarees, twills, 
umbrella cloths and voiles; 

(2) No producer shall dye in Standard Olive Green Shade (Scamic No. 
314) any variety of cloth specified in Schedule I. other than tire varieties at 
Items No. 1 to 4 therein, except when sucE cloth is produced for "supply to 
the Government of India in accordance with an order placed by the Govern- 
ment of India; 

(3) No producer shall piece-dyo any of the following varieties of cloth 
except in a shade which is fast to bleach- — 

Poplins, tine and superfiire sarees, mulls, voiles and dorias. 

0. No producer shall print any cloth unless he possesses the entire oquip- 
meut for printing consisting of printing machines, ugers, soapers and washers, 

7. Except for (a) cloth prcKluced for supply to the Government of India in 
aocordauoe with an order placed with the yrroducer by the Government of India, 
(b) cloth prodneed for experimental purposes, and (c) cloth produced for export, 
no producer shall produce any wearable variety of cloth which does not conform 
to I he s|)eeificatioMs laid down in SclicduW 11 annexed to thhso“direorions, that is 
to say, if the yarn used in the warp is of a count specified in column 4 of the 
Schedule, the yarn used in the weft must be of the count specified in the corres- 
poiiding entry in column .5, and the difference between reeds and picks must 
not exceed the maximum limit prescribed in coluruu 0 or column 7 as the case 
may be
